SEIZURE OF CATTLE 


Shum Chun Incident Leads 
To” Civil Action 


Arising “from the seizure of cattle 
In Chinese territory on July 1, Tang 
Fo and Cheung Wan of 110, Tang 
Kung Road, instituted a clainy against 
Ng Wanesin and Man Chi-ling of 
Shataukok Villase, New Terrltorics, 
before Mr, Justice J. A. Fraser at 
the Summury Court yesterday, 


Particulars of the claim were that 
the defendants detained from the 
plalntl their cows and chattels. 
They claimed the return of the foods 
and. chattels or their value, $700, 
und = damages for thelr detention. 
The plalntife Himited their total claim 
to $1,000. 


Mr. M. A. da Silva nected for plain- 
tis and Mr. C. A. S. Russ repre- 
sented defendants. 

Mr. da Silva said there were cer- 
tain common foets in respect of the 
case and the first was that his cents 
ad bought the cattle in Chinese 
Territory and were transporting them 
towards Shum Chun to cross the 
border into British Territory when a 
party, including Man, seized the 
cattle. Subsequently the cattle came 
into British Territory, said Mr. da 
Silva, He had them seized on an 
interim order from the Court and 
now clalmed the cattle, . 

In respect of this, continued Mr. da 
Sitva, Mr. Russ had raised the 
folowing defence, The defendants 
would ralse by way of defence und 
give In evidence that the legal and 
equitable title of the cattle, the sub- 
ject matter of the action, became in- 
vested In them by ao sale to them on 
July 1, by the duly constituted 
Chinese authorities at Shum Chun, 
the cattle having been seized and 
confiscated by such duly constituted 
authorittes on July 1 and ordered by 
them to be sold to carry out the 
order. of such confiscation on the 
ground that the cattle were belng 
unlawfully smuggled and exported 
from Chinese to Britlsh Territory 

Mr. da Silva sald that an issue of 
fact was whether there had been a 
proper selzure and a proper snle and 
another issue was in law, 


Sale and Selrure . 


His Lordship: If this was a pro-, 
per sale and seizure in Chinese law, 
does It matter what the English law 
is? . 

Mr. da Silva said that he might 
still argue on that point later, and 
udded that he would ralse it if neces- 
sary, 

Mr. da Silva sald that under the 
clreumstances the onus would be on 
Mr. Russ to prove the sale, 

Ng Wanesin, said that on July 1 he 
had 13 water buffaloes and a cow 
which had been Sought by him at 
the Shum Chun Police Station. A 
certificate of sale was Issued, and he 


vhad pald $2,000 Chinese currency for 


the cattle. The cattle were taken to 
Shoung Shui and as there were no 
lorries to convey them they were 
left at Cha Hang Villoge on the land 
of Man Chi-ling. The next day an 
inspector called there and sald the 
tattle had been stolen from other 
neonle and as a result he went: to the 
Shum Chun Pollee—Station to osk 
them to settic the mutter. Even- 
tually, the cattle were seized but by 
whom he did not know. 

Replying to Mr, da Silva, Ng sald 
that he was a runner for any firm 
and denied that he was a member of 
{the Shum Chun Police Force. He 
denied that he was not the purchaser 
of the cattle and that the matter was 
a fraud. He knew the second defen- 
dant was a Government Officer. In 
Sheung Shul he had not approached 
lorry Orms but frionds to find out if 
thelr were vehicles to carry the 
cattle. 

Hearing wos adjourned to August 
20 ot 10 a.m.

risen by some $300—aoccounted for by 
the cost of undertaking certain 
alterations in connection — with 
lengthening of the course, particular- 
ly in respect to the third and fourth 
holes, , 

Reference to the balance shect will 
make apparent the Club's improve- 
ment in regard to its liquid assets, 
cash at bank having Increased during 
the year just ended by some $2,700. 
“Course equipment’’ shows = an 
addition during the. period of $605, 
which represents the cost of a new 
motor mower, 

The course and buildings have been 
well maintained during the year, and, 
1s referred to previously, alterations 
ire in hand which will have the 
effect of lengthening the third hole 
to approxhaately 539 yards and also 
adding considerable length .to the 
fourth and sixth holes.

China retained her position as one 
of the world's principal suppliers of 


and 


+ {tungsten in 1938 by exporting 135,577 


quintals—100 kHogrammes to a 
quintal—at a total value of $50,492,- 
082, according to the Foreign Trade 
Commission, 

Although the quantity exported 
Tepresented a decrease of 31,601 
quintals ns compared with the 165,178 
quintals of 1937, the cash return was 
actually $9,743,490 more than $40,- 
758,502 of the previous year. Ex- 
perts believe that China will be able 
fo maintain her output record during 
the .current year, because the pro-~ 
duction centres of tungsten in 
southern Kiangs!, northern Kwang- 
tung and southern Hunan are all 
under Chinese control. : 

Besides {ts wide use for industrial 
purposes, tungsten is indispensable 
to alloy steel used for armour plate, 
airplane parts, guns and In other 
armaments. For the three years 
ending In 1937, Germany, on account 
of her rearmament programme, was 
the largest purchaser of Chinese 
tungsten ores, She took 23,332 
quintals in 1935, 14.664 quintals in 
1936 und 2 record high. of. 48,153 
quintals in 1937. The last figure 
formed 20.1 per cent of China's total 
export of the metal in that year. 

The United States took 10,720 
quintals In 1935, 13,992 quintals !n 
1936 nnd 23,804 quintals In 1037. In 
the same three years, Great Britain 
bought 8,781, 7,037 and 16,938 
quintals respectively, France took 
5,520, 3,496 and 20,098 quintals. 

A remarkable change, however, 
Was witnessed Inst year. The quan- 
tity exported to Germany dropped 
from the 48,153 quintals of 1937 to 
7,250 quintals in 1938. The United 
Stutes and Great Britain cach. took 
750 quintals, while France took 1,000 
quintals.—Central News.

THE possibility of a British battle fleet being sent out 
to the Far East mentioned, as a warning to Japan, by the

To Clergy 
Healers — 


BY 102 votes to 75.the British 
Medical Association Con- 
ference -at Aberdeen recently 
rejected a proposal to recognise 
psycho-therapeutic practice . by 
clergy and: other lay persons. 


The decision was taken following 
a report by the Mental. Health Com- 
mittee of the Assocfation, who stated 
that evidence had been received from 
Protestant and Catholic clergy, nnd 
organisations Interested in the pro- 
motion of psychological activities by 
the clergy, that the clergy had valu- 


able opportuntitles of preventive work 
in the Meld of mental health. : 


It wos represented that they should 
be trained in medical’ psychology so 
that they might be nble not only to 
recognise cases which: required 
psycho-therapeutie trentment, but 
also to resolve the mental conficts of 
the normal individual which other- 
into psycho- 
neurotic disorder, 


SAFEGUARDS 


The committee recommended a 
number of safeguards, 


“Dr, KE. C. Gordon (Woolwich), 
moving the recommendation, said 
thit one of the arguments in favour 
of some sort of recognition by the 
medical profession of lay psycho- 
therapists wos that there was a large 
number of people who required some 
sort of psycho-therapeutic advice or 
treatment, and that there were at 
present comparatively few medical 
men or women adequately trained to 
give that advice or treatment, 


"It Is Interesting {o nole,” sald Dr. 
Gordon, “that the claims of the 
clergy come principally from the 
Angliéun community and the English 
Free Churches, and that the General 
Assembly of the Church of Scotlnnd 
ond the Roman Catholie community 
emphatically declare that while It 
would be very  anvantagcous — that 
thelr clergy should be instructed in 
modern psychological methods, they 
do not think that they should set up 
us psycho-therapists" (Applause. 


‘Mr. Theodore Craig (Neweastle) 
said that the ordinary practitioner 
could not find time, to do psycho- 
therapeutic work efiiciently, and 


added: “IneMeciently done, psycho-

The Archbishops’ reply Is contain- 
ed ina Ictter written by Dr. Lang to 
Father W. B. O'Brien, Superior~ 
General of the Society of St. John 
the Evangelist. In it he says: 


“The Archb!shop of York and 1 
informed your deputation that; 
speaking for ourselves, we considered 
that such denial [of clauses in the 
Creed) could not be Icgitimately 
made by any pricst of the Church 
in his public teaching. 


“We felt bound, again’ speaking 
for ourselves, to tell your deputation 
that In our judgment if such an 
ordained minister felt obliged In his 
public or official tcaching to express 
his definite denial of the historical 
facts stated in the Creeds, this would 
be Inconsistent with his respon- 
stbillly as an authorised teacher in 
the Church.”

Many Birds Lost 
- In Flight 


; London, Aug. 14. 

Pigeon racing !s drawing to its 
close. Mr. A. C. Hall, one of the 
leading ‘plgeon fanciers in the land, 
states that this has been one of the 
worst seasons ever known for losing 
birds. He puts ft down to the 
weather, the raln and the mist. 


In the recent North Road Cham- 
pionship roce from Lerwick, a dls- 
tance of 500 miles, he sent off flve 
birds. Four returned. Yet he was 
lucky._A fancter who lives only na 
few doors away from him sent three 
and none returned. Worse thon that 
was the luck of a well-known fan- 
cler, Fuller Isnncson. He sent elght 
birds. Five days later none had re- 
turned. Then one was found in the 
north ‘of France, and, finally, an- 
other returned home, But the other 
six were lost. 


There is a theory being put for- 
ward now, says Mr. Hall, that some 
of the birds are being killed by sea- 
eulls. Apparently the skipper of a 
trawler, Mr. Grimmer, of Aberdecn, 
holds the view that it fs o species of 
full called the Skua which does the 
damage. It is to be found on the 
route from: Lerwick.-- It-fs jmmense- 
ly fast, and he says, in a letter to the 
Racing Pinacon, it preys on all other 
birds, and does ‘more damage to 
niveons than anything else. He 
speaks with knowledge, because 
pigeons have come down on board 
his trawler, chased there by, these 
Skun pulls.

the cost of undertaking ‘certain 
alterations in connection — with 
lengthening of the course, particular-

Britain Has Ships 
For Far East

‘THE possibility of a British battle fleet being sent out 
to the Far East mentioned, as a warning to Japan, by the 
Prime Minister, in Parliament on Aug. 4, has aroused the 
keenest interest in London—especially in view of the cur- 
rent reinforcement of the Singapore garrison, says a 


London Correspondent. 


Amongst the most authoritative and interesting pub- 
lished comment is that of Mr. Hector C. Bywater, Naval 
Correspondent of the “Daily Telegraph.”

B. M. A. . 
Opposition 
To Clergy 
Healers | 


BY. 102 votes to 76 the British 
Medical Association Con- 
ference at Aberdeen recently 
rejected a proposal to recognise 
psycho-therapeutic practice by 
clergy and other lay persons. 


The decision was taken following 
a report by the Mental Health Com- 
mittee of the Association, who stated 
that evidence had been received from 
Protestant and Catholic clergy, and 
organisations interested in the pro- 
motion of psychological activities by 
the clergy, that the clergy had valu- 
able opportunilies of preventive work 
in the Meld of mental health, | 


It was represented that they should 
be trained in medical psychology so 
that they might be able not only to 
recognise cases which = required 
psycho-therapcutlc trentment, but 
lso to resolve the mental conflicts of 
the normal individual which other- 
wise might develop into psycho- 
neurotic disorder. 


SAFEGUARDS 


The committee recommended 
number of safeguards. 


Dr. E. C. Gordon (Woolwich), 
moving the recommendation, sald 
that one of the arguments In favour 
of some sort of recognition’ by the 
medica! profession of lay ‘psycho- 
therapists was that there was a large 
number of people who required some 
sort of psycha-therapeutic advice or 
treatment, and that there were at 
present comparatively few medical 
men or women adequately trained to 
give that advice or treatment. 


“It is interesting to note,” raid “Dr. 
Gordon, “that the claims of the 
clergy come principally from the 
Anglican community ond the English 
Free Churches, and that the General 
Assembly of the Church of Scotland 
and the Roman Catholic community 
emphatically declare that) while it 
would be very unvantageous that 
thelr clergy should be Instructed: in 
modern psychological methods, they 
do not think that they should sct up 
as psycho-therupists” (Applause.) 


Mr. Theodore Craig (Newcastle) 
suid that the ordinary practitioner 
could not find time to do psycho- 
therapeutic work eflciently, and 
added: “Inefticiently. done, psycho- 
analysis makes patients worse, and 
they lose faith In almost everything.” 

Dr. F. Gray (Wandsworth) said 
amid applause that the pecullar posl- 
tlon of the clergy makes them unsuit- 
able to act ns psycho-theraptsts. 


WILL NEVER STRIKE 


Dr, Thomas Fraser (Aberdeen) in 
his presidential address to the con- 
ference sald it was an “impossible 
thought which can never materialise” 
that the B.M.A, should ‘ever advise 
its members to strike in the trade 
unton sense—to down tools and give 
no attendance to the sick nnd in- 
jured. ‘ 


The B.M.A., he said had sometimes 
been, not without sinister suggestion, 
tabelied- the -most--powerful trade 
unjon In the country. 


“The B.M.A., however, differs in 
its constitution from the accepted 
definition of trade union in several 
important aspects. 


“Perhaps the most important of 
these js that in its pollcy and in its 
action it never forgets the interests 
of the community which it is the duty 
and privilege of its members): to 
serve day and night.”
